REPORT 


OF THE SUPERINTENDING COMMITTEE OF COMMON SCHOOLS, IN THE 
TOWN OF NEW-LONDON, FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH 12, 1861. 


The summer school in District No. 1 was taught by Miss 
Lizzie B. Chadwick, ten weeks, and when visited by the com- 
mittee, at the beginning of the term, appeared well. Sooner 
than we anticipated the school closed, consequently we did not 
visit it again. Whole number of scholars, fifteen; average 
attendance, ten; one third of the advantages of the school lost 
by non-attendance. 

In the winter term, taught by Mr. Henry Colby, the classes 
in arithmetic were well drilled, but due proficiency was not made 
by all in spelling. Number of scholars, fourteen; average at- 
tendance, eleven; loss by non-attendance, one fourth. 

In District No. 2 the summer term was taught ten weeks by 
Miss Servilla C. Quimby, who is entitled to commendation for 
her assiduity and success. Whole number, sixteen; average, 
thirteen ; loss by absence, one sixth. 

The winter term of thirteen weeks was faithfully taught by 
Mr. Samuel C. Philbrick. Deeply interested in his work, 
Jaborious, and uniformly intent on maintaining good order and 
advancing the interests of his pupils, he accomplished a good 
service for the district. Number of scholars, twenty-nine ; 
average attendance, twenty-two; loss by non-attendance, one 
fourth. 

In District No. 8 the summer term of ten weeks was taught 
by Miss Martha Forsaith, who sustained her well-earned reputa- 
tion for industry, thoroughness and success. Whole number, 
fifty; average attendance, forty-one; loss by non-attendance, 
about one fifth of the school.

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Ten weeks of the winter term in this district were taught by 
Mr. James D. Gilchrist. At the expiration of his engagement, 
Mr. George R. Martin was engaged three and one half weeks, 
and gave good satisfaction. 

In District No. 4, Miss Martha A. Shepherd taught during 
the summer term of nine weeks, both creditably to herself and 
profitably to the school. Whole number, eleven; loss by ab- 
sence, two elevenths. 

The winter term of eleven weeks was successfully conducted 
by Mr. John A. Eaton. The progress of the school in the sey- 
eral branches of study was excellent, though there was a slight 
drawback in the want of perfect good order. Whole number, 
twenty-nine ; average, twenty-six; loss by absence, about one 
tenth. 

In District No. 5 the summer term of ten weeks was taught 
by Miss Susan C. Craft, whose labors were arduous and untiring. 
Whole number of scholars, thirty-five ; average attendance, 
twenty-five. 

The winter term of ten weeks was taught by Mr. Charles A. 
Fowler, whose large experience and ample qualifications proved 
eminently advantageous to the school. The discipline was effi- 
cient, and the proficiency in all branches, particularly in spelling, 
commendable. Whole number of scholars, thirty-two, of whom, 
on an average, one fourth were absent. 

In District No. 6 the summer term of eight weeks was taught 
by Miss Maria A. Nichols, who was quite successful, both in 
governing and instructing the school. Whole number of scholars, 
fifteen ; average attendance, thirteen. 

The winter term of eight weeks was taught by Miss Diantha 
Abbott, a faithful, efficient and successful teacher. Whole num- 
ber of scholars, eighteen ; loss by non-attendance, one fifth. 

Each term in this school has been short, but well managed. 

In District No. T the school was taught, both in summer and 
winter, by Mrs. Maria A. Bunker, under whose judicious and 
thorough labors good progress has been made. Whole number 
in attendance, seventeen ; loss by non-attendance, one third ; 
length of terms, fourteen and one half weeks. 
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Your committee, in closing their report, desire to recommend 
that, in employing teachers, special care be taken to procure the 
best. They may demand higher wages, and thereby, in some 
instances, render it necessary to shorten the term; but, notwith- 
standing the abridgement of time, it is believed their services 
will be far more advantageous to the children who may be com- 
mitted to their care. Let the teachers, moreover, receive the 
cordial codperation of the parents, and not be weakened by their 
imprudent criticisms ; and let no text-books which have not been 
legally recommended be introduced into school, and thus escape 
the growing evil of multiplying classes, and consuming unprofita- 
bly the time of the teachers.
